_ BEADING BY VOTE OF 87 TO 
19-BIG SURPRISE 


OTTAWA, March 15.—Twice_ re- 
jected by the Senate of previous 


; Sessions of parliament, the charity 


sweepstakes bill unexpectedly -re- 
ceived the endorsement of that body 
last evening, when it was carried on 
second reading on division of 37 to 19. 
The result of the vote was a distinct 
suprise and means that, after possible 
minor changes in committee, and 
third reading, the bill will go to the 
Commons. There, it is confidently 
predicted, it will be rejected. 

The bill grants the attorney-general 
of any province power to permit 
charity sweepstakes in this province. 
Monday a six month's hoist motion 
to kill the bill was defeated in the 
Senate 29 to 20. 

Senator Hughes pointed out that 
similar bills had been rejected in 
previous years on moral and social 
grounds that were good and suffi- 
cient. Judging by subsequent press 
comment the action of the Senate 
had been endorsed by public opinion 
in Canada.

The rea- 
son for such action can easily be seen 
by everyone. America is ‘a young 
country that did not take its place in 
the League of Nations, a country 
which designed the system of the in- 
stalment plan of buying and the ad- 


, vancing of credit to Europe in order 


that the wheels of American industry 
might be kept spinhing. For ten 
years she accomplished her end, but 
it was all based on a narrow nation- 
alist policy of preventing Burope 
from paying her debts through the 
imposition of higher and higher tar- 
riffs and of maintaining Huropean 
markets for American goods through 


(credit expansion. 


‘When American bankers could no 
longer advise American people to in- 
vest in European bonds in 1029, 
Europe could no longer buy Ameri- 
can goods. The handwriting was on 
the wall, said Mr. Love. Hurope 
adopted the policy of America and 
Canada, namely a Europe-first policy 


‘ tariffs were placed against our wheat 


and our Canadian exports declined 
$1,388,900,000.00 in 1929 to 
$587,000,000.00 for the fiscal year 
ending March 3ist, 1932. : 

America by demanding the pay- 
ment of her debts in gold brought 
about a serious: revolution in the 
world’s currency systems whereby 
Great Britain and many other Eur- 
opean countries were forced off the 
gold standard. The inflation of the 
currency of many of the countries 
dealing with the Motherland has 
brought about a condition whereby 
the Canadian producer is forced to 
take the lowest prices ever known in 
history for his produce. 

This could have been prevented en- 
tirely if Canada had followed the pol- 
‘icy of other sections of the Empire; 
for example, today Australian far- 
mers had equal grain prices on the 
Liverpool market, are getting the 
equivalent of 80c in the money ‘of 
their own country in which they pay 
their debts, for each bushel of wheat 
as against 46c as received by the 
Canadian farmer. What ig the result 
said Mr. Love. The result is that 
Australia and the Argentine have in- 
creased their wheat acreage 15 per 
cent and have very little carry-over 
of wheat for the next year; while 
from 80 to 90 per cent of the 
world’s carry-over for the last crop 
year was on the North American 
Continent. The result of trying to 
make goods fit the need of money, 
and of not making money fit the 
need of goods, we find ourselves in 
our present economie dilema. 

The purchasing power of our Cana- 
dian people as reported by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics dropped 
from $6,342,000,000. In 1928 to 3,- 
092,000,000, in 1932; yet our debts in 
that same period, both private and 
public have increased rather than de- 
creased. :

SHRUBBERY AND TREES 

A house, no matter how well plan- 
ned and expensively built, still re- 
mains but a house, if the grounds a- 
bout it are Unplanted.Even the most 
unpretentious dwelling, if clothed in 
trees and shrubbery, fulfils the real 
requirements of a home. There are, 
too, practical advantages of such 
planting, especially in more open 
places, where trees are used to break 
the force of storms, prevent erosion, 
and provide some protection against 
sweltering heat in summer. Again 
flowers, shrubbery and trees, grouped 
about a building add distinct value to 
that property when the time comes 
to dispose of -it. 

Rules for arranging planting are 
similar The main object is to tie the 
dwelling to the ground, to make it 
appear as a .natural development 
Well around the outside, with pos- 
sibly more emphasis at the rear, will 
be the larger and taller trees. These 
may be native sorts, like the Elm, 
Maple or Pine of some of the beaut- 
iful imported species such as Sch- 
wedler Maple, with its bronze-purple 
foliage, the Japanese Walnut, the 
Kentucky Coffee Tree or the striking 
Lombardy Poplar. Against stone, 
stucco, or gleaming white frdme,

If you have a cracked lip, dear reader, don’t read any fur- 
ther. The diplomats say that what is going on in the Far Hast 
is not war. Since it is not peace either, what is it? The diplomats 
call it a “status of reprisals.” The term is a technical one but 
tranalated into every day language means a blockade or an em- 
bargo,.or an occupation or, an intervention or just plain seizure. 
‘The Japanese are not alone in invoking the power a “status of 
reprisals” gives them. Since Napoleonic days France and Great 
Britain have exercised it nine times. The United States, too, as 
as we well know are constantly interfering in Central America. 
In 1923 Italy bombarded Corfu and killed seventy people, and 
Greece took its case to the League. Italy pleaded its rights under 
a “status of reprisals” and the League decided that it did possess 
power to stop war, but in the presence of force short of war it 
was helpless. So Japan, with oriental cunning, takes advantage 
of the “status of reprisals” and continues without hindrance to 
kill Chinese. “The status of reprisals” is the Ethiopian in the 
wood pile as far as the League is concerned. What a weak 
sister the League of Nations is after all! 


Will Rogers, the American humorist, wrote thus of it the 
past week: ‘The poor old disarmament conference at Geneva! 
It has dropped plumb out of the papers. It just shows you how 
we can get all excited about something and think that life and 
death depend on it, and in six weeks nobody can remember it. 
Those poor delegates! They were fairly well known a month 
ago; now their own folks don’t know where to send their mail. 
I am going to ask for contributions for funds to build a home for 
delegates who have been sent to conferences and forgotten.”

Independence Wanted? 

Is independent journalism wanted? Is it wanted enough to 
ensure the success of journals that.are free from the control of 
selfish interests? A story is told of a man who came before the 
electors of a certain constituency as an independent candidate. 
He held a meeting in a section of the constituency in which he 
was running; and explained his position. He said to his audi- 
ence: “I am not exactly a Grit and I am not exactly a Tory.” 
He got no further just then. A man inthe audience called out: 
“No one but the Indians are neither Grits or Tories; they have 
no votes.” 


This corresponds . to the view expressed by the sentry in 
“Tolanthe”’: 
“Hevery boy and hevery girl, 
That’s born into this world alive, 
Is heither a little Liberal, 
Or helse a little Conservative.” 

From time to time new parties appear; but often they are far 
from being independent, being wedded to partisanship as firmly 
as any other party. And in the proportion in which they are 
really independent, they usually fail to obtain lasting support 
from the public health. 


How much is independence wanted? The man, who at elec- 
tion times criticizes both the great parties is almost sure to be 
put down by the supporters of each of the two main parties as a 
supporter . of the other. People like to take sides strenuously. 
They regard the man who acts and speaks independently as 
one who has not enough decision to form a definite opinion, and 
if they give him credit for sincerity, which usually they do not, 
they hold him in good-humored contempt. 


If an editor ventures to write an editorial in which he 
suggests that there are grave faults in both parties or in their re- 
spective policies, the Grits who read it will probably—most of 
them anyhow—<call him a Tory; and the Tories will call him a 
Grit.. Independence is not only not appreciated; it is not even 
understood by most of the electorate. People like to take sides; 
at a horse race, or at ahy sort. of competitions; wherever two 
men or two groups of men are in competition it is human: na- 
ture to take sides. And, of course, an elector must take sides by 
voting; but that‘is not what we are talking about. We are re- 
ferring to taking sides by adopting all the arguments and catch 
words and battle cries of one party or another; to becoming a 
partisan for the time being. The honest old sentry in “Iolanthe” 
was not only referring to the way people voted at any given time; 


| he took it for granted that every boy and girl born alive must 


be either a little Liberal or else a little Conservative. ' 


The worst thing about the old style partisanship is that it 
requires the individual to adopt and swallow all the professions 
of the leaders of the party. he is supporting. This is what 
buries and obliterates so much of the actual facts and realities 
at an election. A man may have his doubts; but he imagines 
that if he expresses them he will be put down for a poor party 
man. It would be better for him to express his doubts freely, 
even without changing his vote; for then his leaders would 


understand that their supporters were not disposed to trust them 
to all lengths byt would call them to account for serious offences | - 
or blunders.

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Geneva Conference 


GENEVA, March 16.—Premier 
MacDonald of Great Britain this aft- 
ernoon laid before the general commis- 
sion of the disarmament conference 
& concrete five-years’ arm limitation 
plan, ‘providing equality for Germany 
on the Buropean continent. 

The British proposal gives France, 
Germany, Italy and Poland equal ar- 
mies of 200,000 for European service. 

In addition France would be per- 
mitted to arm 200,000 men and Italy 
50,000 for overseas service. 

Soviet Russia wotild be allowed to 
maintain 500,000 men under arms. 

Plan Praised By Delegates 

Premier Edouard Daladier of 
France and United States Ambass- 
ador Hugh Gibson spoke briefly after 
MacDonald had completed his sum- 
mary, praising his efforts to solve 
the disarmament problem and asking 
time to study the project. 

Dr. Rudolph Nadolny of Germany 
praised the plan on behalf of his 
government, characterizing it is an 
“equitable adjustment of armaments”. 
He reserved acceptance of details, but 
stated that Germany's aim was “‘se- 
curity for all nations.” 

In presenting the plan, Premier 
MacDonald told the conference that 
equality for Germany was a prere- 
quisite of German peace.

F oreign Financial Obligations 


The present slump in business, due 
to the. world-wide depression, and the 
substantial premium on New York 
funds has called forth in the United 
States, and even in Great Britain, a 
great deal of speculation as to the 
ébility of Canada to mest her foreign 
cebts. A study of the Canadian bal- 
ance of payments affords reassurance 
on this point. On balance over the 
past ten years Canada has not been 
& borrower but, on the contrary, has 
exported capital to an amount of 779 
million dollars. Even in the year that 
has just passed, the net export of 
capital is estimated at no less than 
70 million dollars. These figures are 
after payment of all interest due out- 
side of Canada, and therefore, during 
1932 the country as a whole had no 
less than 70 million dollars available 
to apply on the principal of foreign 
debts The present exchange situa- 
tion inevitably leads to considerable 
confusion of thought in connection 
with its effect on interest payments 
abroad. Export industries are bene- 
fited to a greater extent than the 
extra cost of their fixed interest 
charges, but many corporations and 
governing bodies, whose obligations 
are payable in New York funds, are 
adversely affected. The country as a 
whole will benefit by a premium on 
New York funds so long as the bal- 
ance of payments is favourable, as at 
présent. . 

The view which ‘is generally held 
outside of Canada, and is probably al- 
80 believed by a great majority with- 
inthe country, that on balance we 
have been borrowers abroad during 
recent years, is not difficult to under- 
stand. Prior to the war we were im- 
(porting capital on a huge scale in 
connection with the development of 
the natural resources of the country, 
the building of railroads and the cre- 
ation of a manufacturing industry. 
Although most of the funds for finan- 
cing the war were raised within the 
country, the net foreign debt of Ca- 
nada continued to increase. As indi- 
cated above, in recent. years the re- 
verse has been the case, but this 
movement hag been obscured because 
no publicity is given to the redemp- 
tion of debts maturing in New York, 
whereas the issues of the loans of 
provinces, municipalities and corpor- 
ations payable in New York are wide- 
ly advertised. Canadian securities 
held in the United States have been 
redeemed and re-purchased steadily 
during the recent years. Moreover, 
corporations have been accustomed to 
make bonds payable in New York 
funds, even though they were mar- 
keted almost entirely in Canada, and 
while no reliable figures can be ob- 
tained it is probable that a substan- 


‘ tial majority of all the corporation 


securities payable in New York funds 
ig actually held in Canada. The pro- 
portion of the bonds of the munici- 
_ Palities, the provinces and the federal 
government, held in Canada is small- 
|er. On the whole, it is probably err- 
ing on the conservative side to state 
that one-half of the total Canadian 
bond issues payable in New York 
funds is actually held in Canada. To 
the extent that this is true, the pur-

Enclosed with this letter is a state- 
ment of the maturing principal and 
interest of Canadian bonds payable 
in New York funds in 1933, as estim- 
ated by A. E. Ames and Co., Limited. 
The combined total of these payments 
amounts to 266 million dollars. Of 
the 109 million dollars of maturities, 
a fair estimate might be that 25 mil- 
lion dollars is domiciled in Canada, 
and of the interest payments it is es- 
timated that about 75 milioln dol- 
larg will eventually come to Cana- 
dians thus reducing the net payments 
due in the United States during 1933 
by about 100 million dollars and leav- 
ing an approximate amount of 166 
million dollars payable in New York. 
Sixty million dollars due in October 
is a one-year loan of the Canadian 
Government which, no doubt, can be 
renewed without any difficulty should 
it be deemed advisable. In substanti- 
ation of the figures quoted above, the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics esti- 
mates that not less than 50 million 
dollars, and perhaps as much as 85 
million dollars of the annual interest 
payable in New York funds came 
back to Cazada in 1932. Since a 
supplementary estimate by A. E. 
Ames and Co. Limited suggests that 
there is about 38 million- dollars due 
in principal and interest in foreign

If the net balance were favour- 
able in 1932, a year of most excep- 
tional difficulties both in Canada and 
abroad, it is'no less likely to be 
equally favourable in 19338. Present 
indications strongly -suggest that 
there will be a material increase in 
gold production and export during 
the current year, that commodity im- 
ports will be reduced and that exports 
to Great Britain may show a further 
increase ag a result of the Ottawa 
agreements. The world wheat situ- 
ation is increasingly favourable and 
Canadian wheat shipments for the 
past two months have been 60 per 
cent ahead of those in the correspond- 
ing months of 1932. If due consider- 
ation is given to the factors outlined 
and to our previous record, there 
should be no occasion to question our 
ability to take care of all foreign ob- 
ligations _ without any particular 
strain.
